B.C. Court of A of Appeal Up- 
holds Findings of Medi- 


cal Council

VICTORIA, B.C., Jan. 7.—The court 
of appeal Tuesday refused to restore 
professional status to Dr. Victor E, 
Latimer, Penticton «physician struck 
off the register by the College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons of British 
Columbia for alleged unprofessional 
conduct, In a judgment.handed down 
Tuesday the court upheld the finding 
of the Medical Council that Dr 
Latimer had administered narcotic 
drugs to Mrs: Helen Oliver for an 
improper purpose and denied Dr, 
Latimer’s appeal, heard recently in 
Vancouver, for restoration to the 
register of licensed practitioners. Mr. 
Justice McPhillips dissented from the 
judgment. 

The decision of the appeal court of 
British Columbia yesterday in re- 
fusing to restore professional status 
to Dr. Victor E, Latimer, is the latest 
development arising out of the sensa-

Mr. Roper seems to be uneasily aware 
that Premier Brownlee did not do him 


much service in openly inviting the 
electors to vote for him. He is at pains 
to explain that no one must suppose 


from this that if elected he would be any- 
thing more than a lukewarm supporter 
of the Government. 

Perhaps so. The situation is not new, 
and neither is the explanation. Experience 
goes to show that the head of a govern- 
ment does not go out of his way to give 
a leg to a candidate unless he knows what 
that candidate will do once he gets elected. 
Mr. Roper should have made his declara- 
tion of independence before the Premier 
pronounced his benediction. It would have 
sounded more convincing then. But. 
likely enough, in that event the bene- 
diction would not have been forthcoming. 

It is quite clear that if the electors of 
Edmonton think it would be to the public 
advantage to strengthen the opposition 
in the legislature they had better leave 
Mr. Roper at home. The Premier's state- 
ment leaves no doubt on that point. 

TO ACCUSE IS TO EXCUSE 

Friend Journal has gone to some 
trouble to explain that Col. Jamieson 
could not possibly have meant what he 
said, or what he was reported to have 
said, on the subject of the responsibility 
of the Provincial Government to deal with 
the unemployment situation. To have 
meant that, it informs the candidate and 
the public, would have been inconsistent 
with what Col. Jamieson, the Journal, and 
the whole political entourage of Right 
Hon. R. B. Bennett were saying six 
months ago. 

This benevolent essay on the part of 
the Journal to relieve Col. Jamieson from 
a possibly embarrassing position has 
added a touch of humor to an otherwise 
rather colorless campaign. That it has 
contributed anything of importance to the 
elucidation of provincial issues, or bettered 
the Conservative candidate’s chances of 
success, is not apparent. 

The facts of course are that Col. 
Jamieson six months ago condemned the 
Mackenzie King Government because there 
were not jobs enough in Alberta to go 
round; and is now doing what he can to 
shield the Bennett Government from cen- 
sure on the same score — without much 
success, 

What is made plain is that those 
electors in the city who are not disposed 
to accuse the Brownlee Government in 
order to excuse the Bennett Government 
will have to vote for some other candidate 
than the candidate of the Conservative 
party. 


THE H. C, 0. L. AGAIN 


The statisticians at Ottawa who spend 
their time juggling with decimals tell us 
that the cost of supporting a family of the 
average size in Edmonton is now $30.80 
per week, just 12 cents less than a year 
ago. Obviously, there is not much in that 
to get excited about. 

What is more to the point, this figure 
is declared to be the lowest since pre-war 
days. And the decline from 1928—when 
the economic disturbance is said to have 
really started—amounts to more than 
oo dollars per week in the family bud- 
get. 

There wil! be animated debates around 
the domestic hearth as to the correctness 
or the reasonableness of some of the items 
upon which the Labor department offi- 
cials base their estimate of the present 
living cost. What seems to be certain is 
that the H. C. O, L, is getting to be less 
so, and that the downward movement is 
gaining speed. 

A glance at the present price scale in 
the stores will show reductions in many 
lines of groceries and food stuffs, cloth- 
ing, furniture and house furnishings. 
These are commodities of daily use, the 
cost of which reacts directly upon the 
pockets—and therefore upon the mental 
outlook—of people of a!! classes, 

Cheaper living is one of the compensa- 
tions of dull times. If it has been slow in 
coming it will be none the less welcome on 
that account. And as declining prices 
stimulate buying, the prospect is that the 
times will grow less dull as the decline 
proceeds, 


AVOIDING “THE APPEARANCE” 
ETC. 


The Ottawa correspondent of the 
Montreal Gazette, who is likely to say un- 
officially what the Ministers would say of- 
ficially if they considered a statement to 
be in order, states definitely that Can- 
ada’s new Governor-General will not be a 
Canadian. 

If that causes heart-burnings among a 
few gentlemen who may consider them- 
selves to be qualified to discharge the 
duties of the office with proper dignity 
and with profit to the country, it will be 
accepted by the public as an easy and pru- 
dent way of evading a somewhat danger- 
ous departure. 

The principle has been established, and 
cannot well be questioned, that a Canadian 
is eligible for appointment to the gover- 
nor-generalship. The difficulty would be 
to find a Canadian to whom the honor 
would likely be given who would not be 
regarded by half the country as a partisan 
appointee, 

Had Lord Byng, a few years ago, been 
a Canadian Liberal, the “shadow govern- 
ment” of Mr. Meighen would never have 
come into existence; and the Conservative 
half of the Dominion would have protested 
that the representative of His Majesty 
was a political partisan, Had he been a 
Canadian Conservative, the Liberal half 
of the Dominion would have seen the hand 
of party favoritism in the dismissal of Mr, 
King. 

Perhaps sometime a working arrange- 
ment may be reached between the parties 
by which it will become the rule to choose 
Governors-General from Canadians who 
have not been conspicuous in political ac- 
tivities. Until that time comes it will be 
as well if the King’s representatives are 
outsiders; and thus free from party debts 
or the suspicion of prejudice.

Brahms, the great composer, was rude and un- 
couth, according to most accounts . His rudeness cost 
him many friends. Goldmark, Hans von Bulow and 


others were offended by him, one by one, until they 
could no longer endure his company. 

Liza Lehmann, the singer, comments unfavorobly 
upon the table manners of Brahms. She was a guest 
in the home of Clara Schumann at the same time 
that the composer was there “One morning at 
breakfast,” she writes. “he gobbled up a whole tin of 
sardines and made assurance doubly sure by drinking 
the oil from the tin at a draught.” 

Brahms made many unfeeling retorts. One even- 
ing at a social gather!ng a violoncellist of little ability 
begged the composer to accompany him at the piano 
The great man was unwilling to do so, but finally 
complied. In his: irritation, he pounded the piano 
with such force that he completely drowned out the 
violoncellist, an accomplishment the easier because he 
had only a small tone. When the number was fin- 
ished the violoncellist said: 

“Oh, you played so vigorously that I could not 
hear myself at all.” 

“Lucky fellow!” retorted Brahms. 

If he was hard on others, he did not hesitate to 
take dirty digs at himself. In the spring of his six- 
tieth year he and some friends made an excursion 
into the country and stopped at an inn for lunch, He 
jested with their girl waiter and the others of the 
party began to joke him about his bachelorhood 
“You aught to get married, yet,” they said. 

“What is there about me to attract a woman,” he 
rejoined. “One m'‘ght marry me out of adm'ration 
for my music, but in that case I had better just send 
her the music. No, I would have to despise any wo- 
man willing to marry me” 

Moved by h's sarcasms, his friends sometimes re- 
taliated A journalist said to him, as they walked 
past the composer's house: “Fifty years hence a Vien- 
nese and a visitor w!ll pass here and the Viennese wil! 
say: ‘In that house Brahms——’” “Stop it,” said 
Brahms, “that kind of talk annoys me.” “But let me 
finish my sentence,” said the journalist. “No, no.” 


“But I will. ‘In that house,’ the Viennese will say, 
‘Brams used to live.’ And the visitor will ask, ‘Who 
was Brahms?’”

Living ideas and living institu- 
tions have always had to fight for 
their freedom from the dead hand. 

This is true of us as indiv duals. 

We carry our ancestors in our 
veins and in our brain cells. 

Sometimes they are a boost and 
sometimes hey are excess baggage. 

They may predispose us either to 
drink or to divinity. 

The more exc‘ting the era in 
which we live, the more multifar- 
jous the forces of change, the more 
rapid the tempo of transformation 
in the affairs around us, the grea‘er 
freedom we need from the dead 
hand. 

“The menace of the dead hand is 
even more serious to institutions 
than to individuals, 

Inst tutions have a way of getting 


endowed with endo\ ments that 
must be used in certain precise 
ways 


Ins‘itutions have a way of getting 
into the hands of self-perpetuating 
boards of trustees. 

The evil of self-perpetuating 
boards of trustees is this: The first 
board may be of wisdom and free 
intell gence compounded, but by the 
time its memb rs re‘ire or die they 
have reached the age of slow 
gtow'h, at best, an! of crystallized 
dogmas, at worst, with the result 
hat they se’ect successors who 
agree with their crystallized dog- 

mas. 

And so the conservatisms of suc- 
ceeding generations are compound- 
ed! 

Something of th’s line of reason- 
ing has been back of much agita- 


tion against great founda’‘ions. 
Much of this agita‘ion has been 
short-sighted and demagogic. But 


there has been enouch truth in the 
charges to sus‘ain the agitation, 

Now, ‘happily, the creators of 
great foundat ons, and the sort of 
men who serve on self-perpetrating 
boards are taking the lead in hand- 
cuffing the dead hand. 

One great foundation after an- 
other has lately charged its admin- 
istrators to spend, no) only the in- 
come, but the capital of the foun- 
dation. 

And Julius Rosenwald, philantro- 
pist extraordinary, has consistently 
preached the gospel of self-suff'c- 
iency for each generation. 

It is a good ‘hing for the Julius 
Rosenwalds to tell us each genera- 
tion should more or less look out for 
itself. 


WHERE JUSTICE IS SWIFT 


Speaking of bank bandits, hold- 
ups, racketeers gangsters and such 
like criminals here in the United 
States, let us turn again to Canada 
and commend to the attent/on of all 
American law enforcement agencies 
the following sentences in the 
Dominion on the northern border, 
as set forth by the Toronto Star: 

Murray James Kirkland, once a 
mechanic with the United States 
air force overseas, took part in a 
bank robbery at Unionville, On- 

tario, on November 6, and for that 
and similar offences was fen- 
tenced to eighteen years and 
fifteen lashes.on November 19, 
just thirteen days later. 

James Darwent, a younger man 
imp'icated in the robberies. was 
sentenced on the same occasion to 
eighteen years and ten lashes. 

George Miller, alias Albert Gar- 
ceau, of Louisville Ky,, held up a 
Toronto drug store on November 
12, and was sentenced, on Novem- 
ber 20, to fifteen years and ten 
straps, only eight days having 
elapsed since his crime, 

So does Canada law deal with 
crime. It would be well to read 
over this exposition of enforcement 
and punishment. Note the short 
time between crimes snd sentences 
Note the severity of the punishment, 
as regards incarceration, And then 
observe the addition of pun'shment 
with the lash, varying only in num- 
ber of lashes, 

Let us add the hope that Ameri- 
cans who are distressfully concerned 
over the failure of the law to cope 
with crime in cities of the United 
States will be reached by this ex- 
ample of stern justice in Canada. 
And again let us quote, for the 
benefit of courts, police, and citi- 
zenry, a further observation of the 
Toronto Star 


The lesson to be learned is that 
swift and condign punishment is 
likely to follow the use of violence, 
or even the threatened use of vio- 
lence, in this Dominion. 

Why should not the lesson be 
taught in the United States as well

WHY A DEPRESSION? 


Editor Bulletin: 

Many people still wonder why we 
have commercial depression and un- 
employment. It is simply this: While 
the unemployed were employed along 
with the machines they produced a 
surplus over and above the purchas- 
ing power of the people. The ma- 
chines having developed greater and 
greater capacity and the productive 
forces have been so well organized 
that when a demand in any part of 
the world for any commodity arises 
all these forces are exerted and in a 
short time the world market is glut- 
ted with that commodity. Hence we 
have unemployment and depression of 
the workers engaged in producing that 
commodity. This is true of every 
other commodity and develops a peri- 
odic ailment recurrent so as to he- 
come a chronic disease of the indus- 
trial system. 

The owners of the productive forces, 
not satisfied with the products of the 


machine alone take the greater share 


which should acrue to the workers, 
resulting in their being without the 
| necessary power to purchase back at 


least a part of what they produced. 

It is apparent that the world is 
in a state of collapse right now, ready 
to go into receivership to capital in- 
vestment, Governments, municipali- 
ties, etc., all seem to be working upon 
credit alone. It looks as if this credit 
is likely to be curtailed in the near 
future and what will happen then is 
a matter of conjecture. It rather ap- 
| pears as if we are drifting into a 
position where some drastic proce- 
dure will have to be developed to en- 
able people released from employment 
and property so aggregated to be 
utilized. What remedy can be sug- 
gested nobody seems to know except 
that something must be done at all 
costs to avoid the possibility of gen- 
eral destruction of the whole social 
and economic fabric. The whole sys- 
tem still hinges and dangles on the 
end of a thin line of credit if that 
thread were cut it seems to me that 
the collapse would be complete in 
every detail.

The loss to the Edmonton Ex- 
hibition Association is borne by 
general taxation of citizens of Ed- 
monton, and that loss does not 
include the loss to the city on the 
capital invested by the city in 
lands, buildings, etc., and the ever- 
increasing interest on that money, 
not overlooking the fact that the 
exhibition grounds are exempt of 
city taxation, Taking these items 
into consideration the Edmonton 
Exhibition Association loss would 
be much greater than $15,000, and 
it might be wel! to cut down on the 
expenses of operating same in times 
like these, as neither the urban or 
rural population will be willing to 
pay such a sum for a seven day 
frolic,

T WAS during my visit to my 
mother in New Philadelphia, Ohio,

I have retained the one addressed to 
Dr. Spaulding. 


To me, Mr. Harding wrote more 


| than a full-page, single space, letter. 


He suggested that I apply in behalf 
of my mother, going to Cleveland and 
en route East after my vacation. 
wrote that I should “speak frankly” 
to the Cleveland officials concerning 
my mother's age. “. . . there may be 
a limitation of age in the beginning 
of employment of teachers under the 
Cleveland system,” he explained. 


“I am sure you will have the tact 
and understanding to go into these 
matters quite fully in Cleveland . . 
if I had the opportunity of going to 
Ohio, I should be delighted to make 
a personal inquiry at Cleveland in your 
mother's behalf, I do not think there 
is a possibility of my going to the 
home state until some time in July 
and this matter, of course, must be 
settled at a very early time . . 

Then, in an informal, chatty tone, 
he wrote, “I was interested to note of 
your visit to Marion and hope yu 
had ‘an enjoyable visit there. I have 
not been in the old town myself since 
early in last February "What 
fun to read these things and to know 
that he “ad only the week before re- 
ceived from me a letter in fullest de- 
tail about my visit to Marion, my 
time having been divided among his 
sisters, Mrs, Sinclair's and my chums’ 
homes!

The first motion, proposed by 
Trustee Professor A. E. Ottewell, aims 
at finding some ordered plan to re- 
the congestion permanently, 
starting with an addition to the Vic-| 
toria High School. 

TEMPORARY MOVE 

The second motion was frankly 
stated by Trustee S. A. G. Barnes, its 
sponsor, to be only temporary, but) 
immediate, in its effect, and aims at) 
having grade nine taught in every city | 
school where grade eight is now being | 
taught, | 

Trustee A. T. Cushing started the 
ball rolling by remarking that it was | 
clear that something would have to| 


be done about Victoria High School, 
where the situation seemed to be the 
most acute. 

Dr. D. J. Dunn, board health officer, 


| stated that the health conditions there | 


are very bad. 

Trustee Barnes countered with a 
remark that he didn't think Victoria 
was any worse off than any other 
high school in this regard 

Prof, Ottewell then moved: “That 
we consider the provision of such 
additional high school accommoda- 
tion at Victoria High School as may 
be necessary to take care of pupils 
who belong to that school.” 


| SEEKS INFORMATION 


In explanation, Trustee Ottewell | 
added that he wanted the fullest in- 


| formation in this regard from Supt. | 


G. A. McKee and H. Story, building 
commissioner. 

Trustee Cushing, after they had 
spoken, said that he had a high opin- | 
ion of Supt. McKee’s report but the 
decision of the public had been ad- 
verse, and he had not been surprised 
in view of the serious economic de- 
pression which had suddenly arisen. 
He is willing, personally, to forego the 
composite plan and leave it to some 
future board, and to have at present 
@ 12-room addition to the west side 
of Victoria high school, where the 
extension could be made easily.
